Diftance, and triumphs not only over their Bodies, 
but their Minds 

W & ice clearly the great Value of this Quality, when- 
ever we confider the Characters and Reputations of 
fuch great Perfons,as have been remarkably deficient 
in thig Refpeét. This, without queftion, is the true 
Reafon that we read with fiich Difguft the Memoirs 
of Tiberius. A Man fo void of Generofity, that he 
envied every eminent Man in his Empire ; and per- 
haps we may juftly fay the fame thing of Lewis XI. of 
France, who, in along Reign, gave fow Examples of 
Generofity, excepting in the Cafe of the Duke of 
Alencon. Qn. the other hand, Auguffxt, who had 
many indifferent Qualities, covered ail by his Gene- 
refity, as did tne French King Francis 1. whoin Spight 
of all bis Misfortunes, lived heloved, and diced la- 
mented. 

Wen thefe Things are erioufly confidered, and 
when it appéars not only @f how great Confequence 
it is to have the Character of a generous Perfon, but 
aliohow eafily it may be acquired by a juft Attention 
and a very reafonabie Application ; I fay, when all this 
is confidered, doth it not appear extremely fit to in- 
culcate thefe Things often to young Noblemen, in 
order to convert the very Titles into Leffons, and to 
make every Mark of Refpe& that is paid them, a 
Memento of their Duty Surely fuch Difcourfes as 
thefe are much firter for the Ears of thofe, who are
